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THE WORLD CRISIS AND CHRIST

If we are to save our civilization, now is the time for 
action. Before the walls have crumpled we must begin 
building our foundations anew. The time is past for 
mere church-going and singing of hymns. We must 
set out actually to build a society based upon the liv- 
ing principles of Christ. If our civilization can not be 
brought to understand more clearly and to believe 
more strongly in the fundamental teachings of Jesus 
Christ, it can not survive. In other words, men must 
of their own consciousness come to perceive the utter 
folly of trying to build a civilization on materialism 
and brute force and come to realize, perhaps through 
suffering, that the enduring values that humanity 
will always crave grow out of understanding and love 
and self-sacrifice. It is not a question of theology. It 
is not a matter of mysticism. It is not an issue circum- 
scribed by churches or by ministers. It is not a problem 
for sentimentalists. It is a job for red-blooded men, 
wrestling with life’s cold realities. There is only one 
way to make people realize that. We must go back to 
the living Christ—to the audacious, thrilling, winsome 
figure that actually lived and lives. The principles he 
taught were not mere words. He lived them. For all 
time he proved their truth.

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The Bishop’s Page 


One of the interesting and signifi- 
cant happenings during January 
was the meeting of the College 
Workers Conference at St. Mar- 
garet’s, in Berkeley. Our Church college workers from 
all over the Province — Washington, Idaho, Oregon, 
Nevada, Arizona and the Dioceses of our own State— 
gathered for two days to consider the problems which 
face the Church in college towns. It was my misfor- 
tune not to be present throughout the whole session. 
I was present through the first evening and most of 
the following day. Two impressions I would like to 
pass on to the people of the Diocese. 


The first is the added emphasis which this confer- 
ence gave to the great importance of the work among 
college students. At General Convention no one could 
have gone away without having a new sense of that 
importance. The great exhibit of the Society for Col- 
lege Work—-with its photographs, posters, models and 
the like—filled the walls and floor space of a large 
hall and must have brought to hundreds of Church 
people a completely new revelation of what is going 
on in our colleges and universities. No one could have 
walked about and studied what was there exhibited 
without wanting to go home and immediately start a 
campaign for larger work in the college centers in our 
various Dioceses. This conference at Berkeley ham- 
mered the same thing still deeper into our souls. 


The college student is at a critical point in his life. 
Almost any point in Gne’s life is likely to be critical 
but we can not always see it. In the case of the col- 
lege student it is evident. Normally, he goes from 
home for the first time. He has been brought up in 
the Church or, at least, with a normal allegiance to it. 
He has been confirmed. He may have very little re- 
ligious feeling and very little thought that religion is 
of much consequence in life. But he still assumes that 
it is there and something that is solid and permanent. 
He goes to college and discovers a different attitude 
altogether about church and religion. He comes in 
contact with members of the faculty who are satirical 
or indifferent or sometimes in complete antagonism 
to all that religion and the Church have seemed to the 
young student to mean. He discovers that much of 
the theology he has taken for granted is looked at as a 
mere survival of past superstition. He is altogether 
confused and the net result is that in thousands of 
cases he leaves the university skeptical, indifferent, 
agnostic. From this condition arises the heaviest re- 
sponsibility of the Church. It must try to continue 
and deepen the influences of childhood and adol- 
escence. It must be able to bring to the student the 
realization of the deep and fundamental truths of re- 
ligion and put them into relation to modern. science 
and literature. It must help the student to understand 
that life without a religious base and background is 
thin and inadequate. 

The profound importance of this work was the 
first impression of the conference in Berkeley. 


College Workers 
Conference 


The second was the high quality of the workers in 
our colleges. They knew the situation. They were 
prepared to meet the problems with thought, knowl 
edge and skill. They were able to distinguish the real 
difficulties and they were all of them ready to go down 
deep to the fundamental religious and _ theological 
problems which the whole atmosphere of the colleges 
so often calls in question. I came away with the feeling 
that in spite of very inadequate financial support and 
very little real backing upon the part of Church people, 
these college workers were doing a fine job. We can 
trust them but we must do more than that. We must 
back them and help them as well. 

And just one other word to express the gratitude 
which we all feel for Miss Ellen Gammack’s work 
among the college women of the Coast.

In the “Diocesan Journal” of 1917 
we find for the first time the name 
of Frederic M. Lee as treasurer. 
But long before Mr. Lee became officially the treas- 
urer of the Diocese he had been assisting Mr. Van 
Bokkelen and learning the ins and outs of diocesan 
finance. More than that, he had been for years treas-~ 
urer of St. Mark’s Parish in Berkeley and earlier in 
life treasurer of St. James, Fresno. Indeed, for forty 
vears and more he has given unstinted time, unfailing 
devotion and rare ability to the financial problems and. 
financial administration of the Church. In his case 
“the Church” means not only parish and Diocese but 
the whole Church in America—for in his service as 
deputy to Genéral Convention, member of the com- 
mittee which planned for the better reporting of par- 
ish finances and the like he has made his impress upon 
the conduct of the business of the whole Church in 
the Nation. 

All of which is quite enough to suggest the great 
obligation under which particularly our Diocese rests 
to Mr. Lee. He is now surrendering the treasurer’s 
work into other hands. There is little that we can do 
as a Diocese to express the fullness of our apprecia- 
tion of his service but we can at least tell him how 
greatly he will be missed in his accustomed place in 
office and Convention and meetings of Council and 
departments and how much we all appreciate the serv- 
ice which he has rendered. Now that he is surrender- 
ing this heaviest part of his burden and realizing the 
opportunity for greater leisure we can only wish him 
godspeed and God’s blessing.

The sad news of the death of the 
Rev. Dr. Cambridge in Colombo, 
Ceylon, has brought sorrow to his 
many friends in the Diocese.

in the Diocese and particularly in the welfare and prog- 
ress of the younger men. He was devoted to young 
men, as indeed was inevitable after his years as master 
at St. Mark’s School. He followed his young friends 
in their later development with constant and unwaver- 
ing interest. All the work of the Church, it seems to 
me, was symbolized for him in what was happening 
to the young clergy in whom he had been interested. 


His services to the Diocese were very great. Not 
only did he carry with distinction the work of his 
parish and the diocesan offices to which he was con- 
stantly elected but everywhere—among the clergy, in 
Convention, in committees and the like—he brought 
the influence of a balanced and sound judgment, a 
deep Christian faith and a warm, affectionate person- 
ality. All this turns chiefly upon his place in the Dio- 
cese and Church but those of us who knew him inti- 
mately must always think of him primarily as a de- 
voted friend.

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The Archdeacon’s Letter 


Dear Friends in the Diocese: 


I am using my new office and getting ready for the 
time when the new Bishop Coadjutor will take my 
Diocesan House office away from me. So here I am 
on the road, sitting in my automobile, after a most en- 
joyable visit to Parkfield. The only trouble with this 
visit was that I made it during the rainy season and 
have probably left behind me many who will not want 
to see me again—for I have messed up at least three 
driveways, to say nothing of what I did to my car. I 
hope they will forgive me and as they are nice people 
J am not going to be afraid when the next occasion 
arises for another visit. There were a few families I 
did not try to visit, as I was told the roads were im- 
passable. The school population has grown a little 
since my last visit and there is a request for a Sunday 
School and for some Boy Scout work. I found the 
Grange very strong, with a new group of Juvenile 
Grangers organized. The pretty little church, which 
was built by the Rev. E. A. McGowan, is in need of 
repairs, as it is is leaning quite badly. 

I am on my way to San Luis Obispo, where I am 
to meet Bishop Shirley Nichols of Kyoto. It is a long 
time since the parts of the Diocese away from San 
Francisco have had a visit from a missionary to for- 
eign countries.

One Sunday 
School class has already sent me $1 and I was mighty 
glad to receive it. I wouid be equally glad to receive 
$100, or even $1,000. But if anyone wants to send so 
large a sum, please do it as a “gentle reader” should, 
so that I won’t get heart failure. 

The month of January has been lots of fun, as it 
has given me an opportunity to attend many annual 
meetings. I have had the good luck of partaking of 
many “pot luck” suppers and I have enjoyed the best 
that the various Guild members prepare.

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College Workers of Province Meet 
By the Rev. Randolph Crump Miller 


On January 11-13 more than forty college workers 
from the whole of the Eighth Province met at St. 
Margaret’s House and the Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific, Berkeley. Under the chairmanship of Dean 
Shires addresses were delivered by Dr. Theodore 
Wedel of the National Council, Bishop Stevens and 
Miss Leila Anderson of the University of California 
Young Women’s Christian Association. 

The conference began with intellectual problems, 
with the way the Church can maintain the intellectual 
respect of students and faculty. Dr. Wedel pointed out 
the conflict between secuiarism and Christianity. It 
was pointed out by Miss Ellen Gammack that the 
Church is unconsciously jealous of the “good pagans” 
and only when it repents and admits its failure will it 
be able to have any real influence. If the workers 
want to do good work with students, they must find 
the students’ “growing edge” and work from there 
through the experiences of the students. Only then 
can a sound intellectual approach be made. The real 
motive, after all, is to give the students a sense of the 
reality of God, through worship and ethical conduct, 
so that they will be passionately devoted to a Christian 
way of living. 

Concerning methods, Miss Anderson stressed the 
democratic method of letting the students make their 
own choices on their own responsibility, without too 
much guidance on the part of the elders. The discus- 
sion led to the exchange of many attitudes on the part 
of the workers, with various methods used in different 
localities. No two sudent workers had the same ap- 
proach. Student forums, calling, communions, the rec- 
tory and a number of other problems were discussed 
in some detail. 

Figures gathered by Miss Gammack indicated that 
out of 4,000 students in the leading colleges, over 3,200 
came from outside the parish and about 2,000 from 
outside the Diocese. This indicates that a definite pol- 
icy concerning student work should be drawn up by 
the Synod and national Church, for student work is 
not a local problem. It is a provincial and national re- 
sponsibility and funds for its support should come 
from these sources as part of the missionary work of 
the Church. A Diocese can not handle the situation and 
it was made evident from the floor that the Diocese of 
en is not supporting adequately its student 
work. 

It was voted to hold a provincial vocational confer- 
ence on “Life and Work” in Berkeley on March 26-27. 
It is expected that Mrs. Harper Sibley will address the 
girls. The girls will meet at St. Margaret’s and the boys 
at the seminary. The findings of the conference will 
be sent to all student workers in the Province and a 
resolution will be presented at Synod concerning sup- 
port of student work. | 


Trinity Church, San Jose

All Saints Church, Palo Alto
